For the 
following reasons, Applicant requests the Examiner to withdraw the finality of the office action 
as it was improperly made final. 

On December 6, 2002, Applicant responded to the Office Action of September 6, 2002, 
by canceling rejected claims 1, 2, and 5 and rewrote objected to claims 3 and 4 in independent 
form.
